Most of the misfortanes that befell seaman on 
coming ashore after a long voyage aro 
attributed to the systom of deferred payment 
of wages, With a largo sum of money in 
his pooket poor Jack is the victim of avery 
sort of attack,. whereas if somo other method 
of discharge wers compulsory, such as that 
advocated by the society, the mon would 
not, be the easy. prey of crimps and false 
friends, Some 23,000 wailors desert annually, 
and thus forfeit every penny of the money dus 
to them, it being alleged that thay are purposely 
mado uncomfortable with this object in view, 
Tha income of the mission last yoar was £63,000, 
but that is not bufficient to accomplish all that 
is desired and conld bo easily done were tho 
necessary funds available. 

The Prince of Wales, vice-patron of tho 
society, was represented at St. Paul's by Colanel 
Sir William Carriagton, ‘The Lord Mayor 
was unable to attend owing to indisposition, but 
the Indy Mayorcss and Sheriffs were present 
together with Admiral cir Ed.

OUR CONSULS. 


FOLLY OF EMPLOYING ALIENS 
~ IN BIG TOWNS. 


INIQU ITOUH FEE SYSTEM. 


(By J. Hf. Yorall, M.P.,in the Daily Chronicle. 
ARTICLE III, 


Even political interest and nepotism can bring 
about the appoint ment of good and suitable offi- 
cers in the Consntar £ eryice now and then, and [ 
am not saying that o good number of his Bri- 
tanpio Majesty's Consular ropresentatives do not 
abow thomeel yea fit, zealous, and efficient. But 
I say-that we do not go tho right way to got tho 
right man sxoftenas ponsiblo ; that when wehave 
got him wo often keop him in suborilinate posta 
and promote over his Lead most incompetent 
perzons; that wo fur too often employ foreignors 
(when o British or Irish or Colonial resident 
could easily. be induced to represent us); that 
we loo often employ them unsaliriad, and yllow 
them to collect fees, which hampers our. trade ; 
and that we do not employ nearly zo many 
Consular represontatives as, with the greatest 
foreign and shipping trade in the woyld, we 
need to do, t 


and shipping trade with this country; yet, 


officers over here, wo only omploy fifty-five oror 
there, Our Consular. posts in Germany are 
practically manned by foreigners, Here are a 
few of tho towns in Germany whore oar Con- 
suls-Geoeral, or Consuls, or Vico-Consuls, are 
not British nuatiouals:—Borlin, Frankfort, 
Leipziy, Dresden, Cologne,’ Muvich, Mannbeim, 
Dusseldorf, Labeck, sud Dantzig. (At Nurem- 
burg we. have an excullont representative, a 
naturalieed. Englishman.) In France and in 
Italy the some foatures oblain. We have far, 
too few Consular representatives in France. 
Some two yearsago T complained that we had 
{ no “representative in such a busy Freuoh 
indugtrial town as, Limoges; we ‘havo 
one now, bat he is a Frenchman, How 
can we expect Germans to desire to further 
British trade in Germany, or Frovchmen in 
France, so well an people of our own vationality 
would desire to do? ¢ 


About three ont of every seven of ‘our Con- 
salar represintatives. abroad aco not of our 
nationality. Seven of our ralariod’ Consuls’ 
General and Consuls are not; twenty of our 
unsalaried Consuls are not ; something like half 
of our Vice-Cousuls are not, “In some of the 
principal towns of countries where anti: Semitic 
fecling rons high, our chiof Consular 
ropresontatives are, Itenl Jews, I do not 
mention that in any snti-Semitio spirit at all, 
but in proof of the “ plentiful lock of wisdom ” 
which bax guided the Foreign Office's appoint- 
ments. Frei a business -point of view it ia 
moxt harmful that in Jew-buiting “places the 
United Kingdom, its prestige, its commerce, and 
its general intereath should find~ their tocal 
representation in Jews, Germany and the 
United States do not make éuch an obvious and 
gratuitous mistake as that, 

It never seoms to cross the mind of the people. 
in charge of this matter at the Foreign 0 flice 
that ao Consular representative should be used in 
a locslity to initiate and devolop. trade for this 
country there. When British trade. has dovel- 
oped there, of itself, the Foreign Offices may 
proceed to appoint s Consular representative, 
but they do not always do that, by any means, 
If they do it they try to do it on the cheap. 
Germany and the United States work their 
{ Consular representatives very hard ond pay 

them badly, "Woe—it may be said oso general 
{ cule for one-lialf of our servico—salary our mon 
§ badly ox du not salary them at all, We then do 
| not trouble much whether they work hard or 
| aro idle. That is fair, it may be vid 


no Sw But we “pay” (hem by ‘allowing 
them to wear an imposing: uniform, to place the 
} Lion aud the Unicorn over their front doors, 
and to collect sx many fers a4 they can. It is 
ineredible, perhaps, but the fact, that at such 
important trade or travel contrea or ports as 
the following Consular representatives -of ours 
are foreigners or unaalaried, or both :-—Brindisi, 
Curacoa, Budopest, Berne, Dresden, ‘Vionns, 
Quito, Venice, Lausanne, Geneva, Fiumo, 
Liibeck Bolivar, Cologne, Mannhoim, Lucerne, 
Monich, Dusseldorf, Vigo, Reval, Riga, St, 
Lunia, Celte, Bilbao, Corfu, Naples, Stockholm, 
Toulon, Honftenr, Dantzig, Bayonne, Trieste, 
Rotterdam, Frankfurt, Port Mahon, Tunis, 
Leipzig, Nantes, Basle, Kinigsberg, Limoges, 
Cairo, Salonika, T'ripoli, and Shavghai. 
Consular fees are taken almost everywhere, 
and amount to o eum which almost liguidates 
tho cost of the sularied service as.a whole.

not reach their destination whea they go-vie a 
Vice-Consulate, beeanse of offi¢ial disinelination 
to inks tronblo, or to advanes tho small sums 
needful to obtain tho lotters and frank thom on 


Many of our Consular ropreseutativos “lie 
abroad” in very delightful enervating climates ° 
and places, ‘Their work, thoir offices, and thire 
woys of doing business are not offleinlly inypect- 
ed and overhauled. Ono of them who had apont 
many hours of the tropical day in hiv hammock for 
Wouly years, was recently sent to another pout. 
whore the British colony bad boon begging fora 
xpecially strenuous Consular repr-sontative ; 
when ho got to this new port ho installed bis office 
toiles inland, alung hia hammock, ond went to 
sleep again, In another ingtance, the Consular 
office was removed from the docky and 
opened about three miles sway, ab a ‘apot 
close to the tenvis ground aud tha club. 
In another case the office. usail to be on the 
quay; itis now two miles away. Higher Con. 
salar representatives are requirad to send to the 
Foreign Office reports which’ ore published as 
‘Trade Reporta"; some of them are excellont 
pieces of work, but othors are mainly tho result 
of ecissors und pasto and consist of undigested 
and unsuggestiva statistics, An utterly un- 
commercial officer, required ‘to report on trade 
in his habitat, and indixposed to do. anythong 
which means exertion, sends a ‘valueless 
report to.the Foreign Office unpunctually ; aud: 
then the Foreign Office takes a month to get: 
it printed and given to the world, “Doles far 
nionte” slipshodnoss and ineffectuality all » 
round, 

We have four commercial sgenta—four only ! 
—who are doing excellont work from centres 
at Mosoow, Zarich, Chicago, and Guatemala. 
But. it ia whispered that Consular jeulouay of 
them impedes them; and it is certain that 
even the servicos of our commorainl agents 
cannot be always bad by our home merchanta 
without the payment of faes. Thus a com- 
méreial agent must charga a guinea 9 day for 
Journeys required to anawar inquiries on com. 
morcial subjects, “and (saya tho regulation) 
payment in advance will be required.” Is it 
any wonder that our merchants so often dig- 
jain to usa our Consular system at all? Or 
that German commerce, under the caro of 
adroit commorcis]. Gorman Cousular offlcers 
ia growing, at the cost of dur own ? {A fourth

SINGAPORE. 


Qur Singapore correspondent’s excellent

BSorions rioting ocourrad in difforont parts of 

be town yesterday afterooon among Hokion 
and Teochew Chinese, ~ 4, 

For some days bad feeling has oxisted between 
theso tro classes and matters were brought to a 
bead about sighto'clook yesterday morning when 
a fight was started among a number of boatmen 
at Boat Quay, The Hokion and Teochew crows 
of two “ takows” quarrelled as to who should 
have u certain berth at the quay, and resorted | 
toblows. Ina few minutes about throv hundred 
Chinese were fighting desperately with sticks 
and poles. ‘I'bn police were telophoned for, and 
Inspector Gallagher was goon on the seono with 
a posse Of c natables, Immediately the Chineso 
stopped fighting, and uino men. were arrested. 
Two of the combntants had injured heads and 
had ta be removed to the General Hospital 
where they were detained. 

Nothing more was hourd of the disturbance 
until the ofternoon when large crowds of 
Ubinese, numbering saveral hundreda, wore 
son to foregather in the stravts in’ china- 
town, and t) talk among themselves. ‘hey 
were apparently being, addressed by their 
Joadors. . The numorical strength of the crowds 
grew enormonaly avd by four o'clock some 
thousands of Chiness had assembled in the 
atroote. Half an hour lulor on oficial from tho 
Chinese Protectorate telophoned to the Central 
Police Station, saying that a tight would 
“probably take placo in New ,Markot Btroet 
at the back of the: Protectorate, and In- 
epector Gallagher and a fuw Mulay constables 
urried to the spot. But by thot tima a 
fiured battle had commenced. 

Tho Teochuws came from Now Market 
Street and the Hokiona. from Havelock Road. 
Both sides were armed with poles and slicks, 
and kept up. an incessant bail of brickbats, 
chunks of granite, bottles ood earthenware 
pots at ench other, They shoated and, yelled 
like savages, and vvory moment both sides 
wore boing reinforced. 

The excitoment was gront. -Ingpoctor 
Gallaghor and his handful of mou endeavournd 
to separate tho two parties aud walked right 
botweon ‘them, Tho Inspector, picking up 
along pole, aad grasping it in the middle, 
pushed the Teochews back, while the Malay 
cousinbles, aud a few Sikhs in plain clothes, 
drove tho Hokiens back towards Havolock 
Road. The’ native policsmen picked up aticks 
an they ran, and beat back the Hokiens, Each 
constable seized a prisoner, but as soon as thoy 
turued to tuke their captures to the police 
station, they wero attacked by tha’ Chinese 
and wore soverdly handled,’ Nearly all tho 
prisoners wore resoued. ‘Lhe crowd rushed 
after. the few policemen, who were faroad to 
heat a hasty rotroat, : 

Nows of the ronewod. outbrenk waa convoyed 
to (he Central Police Station, and the Chief 
Police Officer, Captain D'Arcy Symonds, and 
Mr. ‘W. A. Cuseaden, Inapectcr-Genoral' of 
Police, called ont all the Sikhs.and Malays at 
tho station and rushed off to tho assistance of 
Inspector Gallagher. This stalwart officor had 
been struck ‘xavoral times on the body: with 
sticks’ and bricks but was not much injured, 
Captain D'Aroy Symonds halted bis men in 
Now Market Road, and when be saw. how sertous 


the situation was he sent x Eoropsan eonstable 
bick tothe station to telaphona to Sapoy Linas 
for “the Sikh-polios to coma down with their 
riflos. The European contingent were also 
suimraoued by telephone from Police Bahru,

there were no police stationed, than they broke 
out again into tumult, Disturbances took place 
in Cross Street, Tanjoug Pagar Roa, Hock+ 
Jom Streot, Upper Hokien Street, Hill Street, 
Morchant Road, River Valloy Road, Teluk Ayer 
Street, and Phillip Street and at. various other. 
places, aud wherever possible the police made 
great efforts to quall the disorder, 

Gangs of Chinese, thirty and forty strong, 
marchad throngh the town armed with fighting 
sticks. Shops ware looted and stroot rabbe, ies 
occurrad-everywhore. Desperate fights ocourred 
between rival range, ond the police were stoned 
on ondeavouring to interfere, At Tanjong 
Pagar Read st 4.45 p.m. o gang of Hokions 
attacked and ransacked a ‘Teochew eating bongs. 
Malay Police Constable No. 288 captured one 
of the Hokiens and was severely stabbed in the 
right leg by his prisouur, A Chinere detective 
came to his assistance and together they were 
able to gat the disturber to the Central Station. 
Both the policeman aud the culprit were sent 
to the Hospital where they wore detainad. 

Shops were looted in Rivor Valley Road and 
in Merchant Road lost night, 

The polico anthorities strenghtened tho 
vorious atations in town and reserves wore held 
in readiness, Armed Sikh sentries wero placed 
on duty in'the localities where disturbances had 
occurred, aud !uropean and Malay policemen | 
patrolled the thoroughfares. Numerous arrests 
were made. _ 

. , The heavy rain, which fell shortly aftar eight 
o'clock, drove the Chinesa indoors and the town 
quietened down. By eight o'clock avery shop 
was closed and barricaded and the town looked 
desolate.

Later, the party again wont to the rico shop 
for thoir goods with two arniad Sith constables, 
Sevoral shops along Now Bridge Road and in 
the district of Roobore were closed this morning 
owing to the disturbance.

All the :Teoohow and Hokion shops in town 
were closed to-day and baginess was at a 
standutill. Many parents kept their children 
away from school. “I'bousards of Chinese 
gathered in tho strestsand fightung was renewed 
in d'fferent parte of tho town, A. gang of 
Hokiens attackod ‘and attempted to loot a 
Toochow shop ot No, 10 Teluk Ayer Straot. 
A. detachment of Sikhs ond Malays, under 
an Enropoan officer ran to the resoue and tho 
moh fled, 

Police are stationed all over the town and 
break up gatherings of Chinese as goon as 
possible, 

Just before noon to-day an encounter took 
place in front of the Chineso Protectorate and 
Mr, Dewar, Ansitant Supsriatondant of Patica,: 
sharged the mob with Sikhs armod with rifles. 
The police were stoned, A Chinoge womsn was 
struck on tho head with a brick and reosived a 
sovers wound. Numorous arrests wera made 
throughout the day. 

The captures were brought bofore ' Mr. 
Colman, the Third Magistrate, during the day. 
He sout them to goal for terms of four, five and 
six mouths. the court was orowded ’ with 
Chineso. :

Bat though those party-tights aro notin them- 
selves serious, as yet, they might become 
‘very sorious monace to the poaca of the town, 
Thero aro probably 60,000 Hokiens in the town 
and 30,000 Teochews—quite enough to serions. 
Ip embarrass the anthorities, if any consider. 
able proportion made up their minds to carry 
on, the fued, the oriyin of which is yat 
shrouded in mystery. For the fight in Boat 
Quay seams to’ have been’ only the oal- 
mination of 9 lot of bad feoling botwoon the 
clans, which hax existed for some time. Wo 
refuse, however, to belicvo that any considerable 
Proportion of tho Chinezo of the town want 
anything but to be allowed to carry on their 
business in peace and quietness, so that one need 
not concern oneself very much about the injuries 
tho combatants inflict, upon each other. 
What is serious, however; is the dialocation of 
trade that follows every trifling disturbance 
among the Chinese. Reporte spread with 
slarmiog rapidity, and grow as they spread, 
Tha ricsha coolie of Tuesday night had it 
“quite pat”’ that one Hokien aud two Teochewa 
had boon killed, Yosterday morning it, wos 
sight Hokiens and “thirteen of the others, 
The result was thot rickehas were kept 
indvors, the pullors fearing to be involved 
in tho disturbances, Shopkoopers keep, 
their doors on the obaiu, ready to bolt’ 
themselves inside on the appearance of a row. 
This interferes very much with the domestic 
trade of the community. and that is at 
pies:nt the serious part of the difficulty. It 
will probably clear off as tho police got a 
erip of the ringleaders, but there is always a 
danger of the feeling of insecurity 3 jing, 
and more or less paralysing the daily life of 
peacofal citizens. Thoro ia sbsolutely noth- 
tng to indiowo any serious ironble, at pre- 
sont. But the authorities have to be on the 
alert, and’ nip in the bad any tendency to 
developmont into the flower of riot. \

THE ACQUISITI “N'OF LAND. 

Tho arrangements for transferring to tho 
Japansse Government the land nocessary fora 
naval station at Chin-bai Ray have been som. 
pleted, and the total amount of land in found to 
be 3,814,400 tsabo, or approximately five squaro 
miles. , ‘Tho amount to bo paid by the Japunose 
is Y378,781. According to the Korea Daily 
News, the momorandum note iu rogard to the 
transfer of-the proparty reads aa follows :-—
